Toxic spill at Georgia-Pacific terrifies 


one area; residents continue to fight to ban 


hazardous waste storage just blocks away

A cloud of dangerous gas 
was released Monday, appar- 
Swntly accidentally, froma 
southside Georgia-Pacific 


The incident sparked tears 
and concerns from city and 
state officials who warned res- 
idents to stay indoors, close 
their doors and windows, and 
visit emergency rooms if any 


Corp., plant. symptoms developed. _ 


The cloud of chemical mist 
oozed from the plant and tra- 
veled across a half-mile area 
northeast of the plant, at 1975 
Watkins Rd. 

Monday's incident added to 
the fears of environmental 
nightmare in the southside. 

Potential dangers of hazard- 
ous chemical wastes continue 
to worry a group of southside 
residents, despite an agree- 
ment by McKesson Chemical 
Co., to post $2 million insu- 
rance against any accident 
involving temporary storage at 
1795 Moter Rd. 

Southede United Neighbors 
(SUN) say they will push their 
case further against storage of 
industrial wastes and solvents 
on the Moler Road site. 

McKesson agreed May 1, to 
set aside the insurance money 
for any emergency govern- 
mental costs, which would 
irr. dive residents in a city eva- 
cuation plan; covering the four 
square miles around the plant. 

Statutory parties to the 
agreement are: Columbus 
Health Department, the Ohio 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, Franklin County 
Commissioners and Mayor 


Dana G. Rinehart. 

The controversy began, fol- 
lowing McKesson's applica- 
tion for a permit March 6, from 
the Ohio EPA, to allow storage 
of 110 drums of 21 different 
compounds for up to three 
months, before moving the 
chemicals to New Castle, Ky., 
for recycling. 

When McKesson announced 
the plan, a group of southside 
residents raised eyebrows, and 
began mobilizing opposition to 
stop the company from storing 
such wastes.

Pandas and 
the poor 


Most of us would have denied 
any relationship betweon Chines 
pandas and America’s poor; until 
recently, that Is, when certain 
events proved us wrong. The 
common thread which runs 
through these events is their con- 
nection to the problem of hunger. 

in the first instance a New York 
Times articie revealed the 
dilemma of the Jerrad family of 
Maryland. The family hed been 

with the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson when he stayed: in the 
Jarrad home to stress again the 
plight of the poor. The problem Is, 
Mr. Jarrad was also in the picture. 
You see, Mrs. Jarrad is on welfare 
80 the authorities are now threat- 
ening to cut the family off welfare. 
The welfare rules stipulate that the 
father cannot livein the home if the 
family is to qualify for welfare. 

The director of the Maryland 
Department of Social Services for 
Baltimore County, Maryland, her- 
self stated: “Mrs. Jarrad and her 


+ family are recipients of public 


assistance based on the fact that 
the father is not living there.” 

By penalizing this particular 
family, Baltimore County can take 
credit for a triple whammy: First, 
they threaten a Jesse Jackson 
supporter. They thereby serve 
warning to other poor families who 
might be inclined, like the Jarrads, 
to open their doors to the Rev. 
Jesse Jackson. 


Second, they enforce the sepa- 
ration of yet another Black family. 

Third, they succeed in cutting 
one more family from welfare rolis 
which have already been vicioudly 
purged under the Reagan Admin- 
istration. The fact that a cut-off of 
funds would leave the Jarrad fam- 
ily hungry and destitute seems to 
be of little concern to the 
authorities. = 

The plight of another welfare 
family--the Taylors of Bir- 
mingham, Alabama--was the 
focus of a second New York Times 

article. That article reported on the 
hearings which the Democratic 
Platform Committee is holding on 
the problem of hunger in America. 
Mrs, Taylor stated that the welfare 
system “forces women into situa- 
tions of fraud.and- immorality to 
survive.” For many families on wel- 
fare, survival and hunger are very 
real concerns. 

Then there is the article on the 
$9,000 which Mrs. Reagan 
recently raised to feed the hungry. 
The only problem is that the 
money was for the hungry pandas 
of China. Now, it is commendable 
that Mrs. Reagan feels sympa- 
thetic to the plight of the pandas. 
But her actions were strongly 
questioned by Bruce Glover, 
Washington, D.C. government 
administrator. He heads the 
department in the District 
government which handles the 
problems of the homeless. He is 
quoted as saying that he wished 
Mrs. Reagan would show as much 
concern for her homeless and 
hungry neighbors in Washington, 
D.C., as she did for the pandas of 
China. 

Glover's point is well taken. Per- 
haps Mrs. Reagan, like her hus- 
band, could relate better to the 
plight of hungry families if all they 
wanted was bamboo.

Family planning supporters will 
be keeping a close watch on Con- 
gress this year. The Title X family 
planning program, which must be 


vides funding to 3,200 organiza- 
tions including Planned Parent- 
hood affiliates, hospitals, health

Title X funds make up 44 percent 
of the budget for Planned Parent- 
hood of Central Onio.
